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Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 2, 4, 5, 8, 13, and 18-32 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: while Skemer 
et al. disclose the fragmentation of network information for the transmission of voice and 
data over a network, and Downes discloses Ethernet networks are the most common 
type of network, neither Skemer et al. nor Downes disclose any details as to how to 
perform the specific fragmentation of an Ethernet frame. Therefore, the combination of 
Skemer et al. and Downes does not disclose or suggest replacing a first data value at a 
first location in a stored Ethernet frame identifier, with the first replacement location 
being based on the line rate of the Wide Area Network (WAN), as required by claim 2. 
Similarly, the combination of Skemer et al. and Downes does not disclose or suggest 
replacing a data value at the Nth byte within a stored Ethernet frame with a first frame 
identifier, where the fragmentation size N is based on the line rate, as required by claim 
8. Additionally, the combination of Skemer et al. and Downes does not disclose or 
suggest labeling the Nth byte from the start of a received Ethernet frame with an 
identifier marking the end of a fragmented packet, where N is based on the line rate of 
the WAN, as required by claim 13.
